REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 have been examined. The Examiner continues to reject claim 1 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) in view of DE 19514718 to Eigenstetter ("Eigenstetter"). Also, the Examiner 
has indicated that claims 2 and 3 contain allowable subject matter.
